Shortages 


Empty shelves, empty show cases, no 
soap, no meat, no men’s suits, no ladies’ 
hose, hard to get that new car or that 
household appliance—shortages. We be- 
came conscious of them during the war, 
and learned, if not to locate the missing 
item in the black market, to stand in 
line when at times they might be avail- 
able. Heard a G.I. say he had declared 
that once out of the service he was go- 
ing to be through standing in line as 
he had had to do for chow, for inocula- 
tions, for pay, and for equipment; but 
getting back into civvies he learned that 
John Q. Public had been standing lined 


up for many things. 


Compared to other lands whose peo- 
ple suffer shortages of all necessities, 
our privations are infinitesimal, if in- 
deed our lacks can be magnified by such 
a word. Conscious of conditions in 
Europe and Asia, we find our self-pity 
evaporating as morning dew before the 
rising sun. However, the fact does not 
keep us from wanting to know why we 
have the shortages, and if there is a 
doorstep at which the blame should be 
laid, we wish someone would find the 
address and let it be deposited with a jolt 
that would bring an adjustment. Blame 
the strikes; blame O.P.A.; blame the 
black market; the rumors of another 
war; and any other possible cause, if we 
will, the result is still with us. But with 
it we can raise heart and hand in praise 
and thankfulness unto God for the 
plenty we have. 

How soon we become conscious of a 
shortage of something in the material 
realm. We soon miss things we have 
been used to and like, things to which 
our manner of living has made us ac- 
customed, many of which our fore- 


fathers lived very happily without. 


On the other hand, we can be slow 
to sense our spiritual shortages. In fact, 
oftentimes they must be pointed out to 
us. [he preacher must call our atten- 
tion to the lack by text and topic, by 
exhortation and explanation. Too often 
we are afflicted with spiritual hyperopia 
—we are farsighted. We can see the lack 
of others and can feel any lack in the 
body as a whole, but our vision does not 
focus inside our own front gates. 
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Some people say that the preachers 
do not preach like they used to. Some 
preachers say that the people do not 
respond like they used to. And both 
say there is a shortage of old-time 
religion. 


It is said there is a shortage of faith. 
Where are the healings that used to 
stir us? Or could it be we were stirred 
more easily years ago by things which 
now we take for granted or have become 
so accustomed to we view with scarcely 
a ripple on the surface of our emotions? 
Country youngsters brought to the 
world’s fair at ‘Treasure Island fairly had 


their eyes standing out on stems as they - 


saw the wonders of form and color ar- 
ranged by the exhibitors. After a few 
trips, they were accustomed to the sights, 
and the excitement was largely over. 
Some people live in beauty spots in the 
mountains as they tower majestically 
into the heavens and never weary of the 
beauty of nature about them; while 
others, by long association, forget the 
beauty and are conscious only of the 
routine of their lives. May God give us 
the capacity to continue to be thrilled 
at the movings of His Spirit in our midst, 
that faith shall be stirred by the Word 
as we hear it and by the testimony of 
fellow Christians who experience an- 


swer to prayer and the touch of the 
Unseen Hand. 


We are hearing much about the lack 
of fire. Where is the fire we used to 
have? ‘There is less shouting and more 
doubting in too many quarters. Are we 
accustomed to blessings? Why is there 
not so much spontaneous rejoicing and 
response on the part of congregations?

Elijah was there once, but, so far 
s we know, only once. God had ‘done 
reat things for the prophet, and through 
es “the prophet). Up* until 
‘this time Elijah had been 
very brave. Ahab was the 
king, and Ahab ‘hated 
him, but Elijah had been 

fearless:..He-had dared to 
stand in the presence of 

— royalty and deliver the 
nessage God had told him: to deliver. 
In the summit of Carmel he had faced, 
jot only Ahab, ‘and the ministers of 
\hab, but all the prophets of Baal who 
ad been called together by Ahab ‘at 
lijah’s suggestion, that the matter as 
0 whether Jehovah or ‘Baal was God 
night be definitely settled. With the 
ssue of the contest we are all familiar. 
slijah prayed a simple prayer, and the 
ire fell, and the sacrifice was.consumed. 
All the prophets of Baal were slain by 
jlijah. More. prayer. was offered, and 
ain came in abundance. “And the 
iand of the Lord was on Elijah; and he 
zirded up his loins, and ran. before 
Ahab: to, the. entrance. of. Jezreel.” (1 
Kings 18:46). | 

It was a time of great triumph. Elijah 
may have thought that the issue. had 
seen settled for all time, and that there 
would be no more worship of Baal, and 
10 more persecution of the prophets or 
seople of the Lord. Had not the people 
who had witnessed the failure of the 
srophets of Baal and the falling of the 
ire from heaven when Elijah prayed, 
shouted, “The Lord, He: is the God; 
he Lord, He is the. God”? 


- But, alas! “Ahab told Jezebel all that 
Elijah had done, and withal how he 
aad slain all the prophets with the 
sword. Then Jezebel sent a messenger 
unto Elijah, saying, So let the gods do 
0 me, and more also, if I make not thy 
life like the ‘life-of one of them by 
omorrow about this time.” Jezebel, as 
Joseph Parker has: well said, “was a 
woman in whom seemed to burn the fire 
and brimstone of perdition,”’and Elijah 
was afraid, and thought it was time to 
fee. So “he arose, and went for his life, 
and came to Beersheba, which belongeth 
to Judah, and left his servant there. But 
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he himself went a day’s journey into 
the wilderness, and came and sat down 


under a juniper tree: and he requested 


for himself that he might die; and said, 
It is enough; now, O Lord, take away 
my life; for I am not better than my 


fathers.” 


-_Is it possible that he had been tempted 
to believe that he was better than his 
fathers, and that God had let all this 
happen in order that he might see that 
he was not? Certainly no man prior to 
Elijah’s day had ever had his prayers 
quite as spectacularly answered as 
Elijah had, and he was “a man subject 
to like passions as we are.” So he may 
have been tempted to be proud of his 
achievements, and may have yielded to 
the temptation. God saw that it was 
necessary that he be humbled, that he 
be brought to the place where he could 
fully realize that he was just a man, and 
“no better than his fathers.” 


Elijah has been blamed for fleeing. 
He has been called a coward. It has 
been said that he fled to save his life, 
and that then he requested that he 
might die. We have been told that he 
was not sincere, or that he did not know 
his own heart. If he had really wanted 
to die, why did he not stay where he 
was, and let Jezebel take his life? I 
think Elijah was sincere.. He was will- 
ing for God to take his life, but he was 
not willing for Jezebel to take it; in 
other words, he was willing to die a 
natural death, but he was not willing to 
be murdered. He did not want Jezebel, 
after the great victory that had been 
achieved for Jehovah on Mt. Carmel, 
to win even an apparent temporary vic- 
tory in slaying the prophet of the Lord. 
It may be that he feared that if Jezebel 
were ‘to win this apparent victory it 
would have a tendency to convince the 
people who had already been convinced 


that Jehovah was God that they had. 


been mistaken in their deduction, and 
that, since Jezebel, the patron of Baal 
had now triumphed in Baal’s name, Baal 
after all was greater than Jehovah. So, 
it may be, that it was zeal for Jehovah 
that prompted Elijah to flee. Let us not, 
at any rate, accuse him of cowardice. 
Joseph Parker says it was not cowardice; 
it was just reaction. He had been under 


tremendous strain, and the reaction had 
come. He had done the bidding of God; 
he had risked his life, and risked it fear- 
lessly; it was no longer necessary that he 
do this. God was not telling him to stay 
any longer. Had he remained and faced 
danger when his mission was done, and 
God was not telling him to stay, he 
would have been needlessly exposing 
himself; and to do this is to tempt God. 
“Thou shalt not tempt the Lord, thy 
God.” As long as one is in the way of 
duty he can expect protection, or, lack- 
ing protection, he can heroically die in 
the service of the Lord. But God does 
not ask, or expect, any man to risk his 
life unless he is under divine orders 
or divine constraint. 


But did he not make a great mistake 
when he requested for himself that he 
might die? Undoubtedly, but it should 
be characterized as a mistake, as an in- 
firmity of the flesh, rather than as a 
sin. God has caused it to be recorded 
that we may see that Elijah “was a man 
subject to like passions as we are.” ‘The 
late Roman Catholic Version renders 
it thus, “Elias was a man like ourselves, 
subject to the same infirmities,” and 
George M. Lamsa, who has translated 
for us the Aramaic text of the New 
Testament, and who believes that the 
original text was Aramaic, and that our 
Greek is merely a translation of the 
original Aramaic, has given us this ren- 
dering, “Even Elijah, who was a weak 
man like ourselves, prayed earnestly,” 
etc. So we see that the Bible makes the 
fact that Elijah failed, if his temporary 
despondency is to be characterized as 
failure, a means to encourage feeble 
hearts to lay hold of the promises and 
power of God in genuine faith. Can it 
be that God allowed him to be tempor- 
atily discouraged for this express pur- 
pose? Certain it is that God causes the 
wrath of man to praise Him, and the re- 
mainder thereof He restrains. This is 
a thought that is worth thinking about. 
God is over all. He is working all things 
after the counsel of His own will. His 
eyes are in every place. He sees the 
good and the evil. And He can see the 
end from the beginning. And He has 
the end, as well as the beginning, in 
His mind, in all that He brings about, or 
permits to be brought about. This is 
one of the reasons why we are sur- 
rounded by mystery on every side. There

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Grieving the Spirit

(Eph. 4:30) 

OF all the epistles that came from the 
heart of the Apostle Paul, this one to the 
Ephesians would seem among the sweet- 
est and best.. In it we find so many 
names applied to our heavenly Father, 
and probably in this letter we find spir- 
itual truth of the very highest presented 
in the Bible. But while we find in it 
teachings of the greatest spiritual truths, 
we also find the apostle gives us instruc- 
tions concerning the most ordinary 
things of life. 

There are in this Epistle some rules 
concerning Christian conversation. If 
we are to live in the spirit of this letter 
to the Ephesians, we should live the 
life which some have termed the life of 
surrender, the Spirit-filled life, a victor- 
ious life, a life of holiness unto the Lord, 
a life which Paul calls life in heavenly 
places. Paul makes all these suggestions 
and then adds, “Grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God,” as if He can be grieved 
by a wrong atmosphere in the home or 
by wrong use of the lips. We would be 
astonished if we could be made to under- 
stand how we have grieved the Holy 
Spirit by the way that we have used 
our lips. Grieving the Holy Spirit is a 
common and sad offense of professing 
Christians, and to that is to be attributed 
much of the weakness and lack of joy 
of so many followers of Christ. 

Paul says “Let no corrupt communi- 
cation proceed out of your mouth, but 
that which is good to the use of edify- 
ing, that it may minister grace unto the 
hearers” (4:29-32), adding “Grieve not 
the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemption. Let 
all bitterness, wrath, anger, clamor, and 
evil speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice: and be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ’s sake 

- hath forgiven you.” 

Paul teaches us that it is not by some 
great wickedness, or evil, or lying to the 
Holy Ghost as did Ananias and Sap- 
phira, that we grieve Him; but by that 
which most people count little and un- 
important, by ‘talk that corrupts instead 
of blessing those who hear, by gossip, 
bitterness, uncharitable criticism, and 


fault fading. This was the sin’ if the 
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elder brother when the prodigal re- 
turned, and it was by this that he grieved 
the heart of a kind and loving father. 

In 1 Thessalonians 5: 16-19 the apostle 
tells us to “Rejoice evermore. Pray with- 
out ceasing. In everything give ‘thanks 
unto the Lord, for this is the will of 
Christ Jesus concerning you. Quench 
not the Spirit.” Here the Apostle teaches 
that it is not by some desperate deed 
that we grieve the Spirit, but simply 
by neglecting to pray and to rejoice and 
to give thanks at all times for all things. 
Just cease to rejoice through fear of man 
and of being peculiar; let gushing joy 
be curbed; neglect to pray when you 
feel a gentle pull in your heart to get 
alone with the Lord, to give thanks for 
His love, mercy, and truth, and you 
grieve the Spirit, and there will no 
longer spring up joyfully a well of 
living water in your soul. But give the 
Spirit vent, give Him a chance, and 
He will rise within you and flood your 
soul with light, love, and joy. 

The Holy Spirit is a person, and the 
very fact that He can be grieved proves 
that He is a person, for an influence 
cannot be grieved. By not grasping the 
truth of His personality, so many grieve 
Him. That He may be grieved is proof 
of His sensitiveness. He is likened to 
a dove. “I saw the Spirit descend from 
heaven like a dove and rest upon Him” 
(John 1:32). As a dove is said to trem- 
ble when a single feather from a vul- 
ture’s wing is brought near it, the Holy 
Spirit is sensitive to and grieved by the 
appearance of evil. 

By disobedience the Spirit i is grieved. 
Disobedience of children raises a barrier 
between them and their parents. There 
may be ever so much love in the father’s 
heart, and he has a desire to pour forth 
that love, but he cannot do it so long 
as that anion of disobedience is Loren 
him and the child. The father of the 


prodigal never ceased to love him, but it 


was not until the son crossed the line 


in his return from disobedience did the 
father pour out his love upon him. 
“Be not drunk with wine wherein is 
excess” (Eph. 5:18) we take as a com- 
mand. “Be filled with the Spirit” is the 
rest of the verse, and that is just as 
much a command. The only difference 


is that one is negative and the other; 
positive. 

We grieve Him by failing to keep ai 
hearts clean. Dr. John McNeal 
said, “A new heart is not necessarily, 
clean heart.” Many of us have i 
thinking that it was. David, after co 
mitting a great transgression and beii 
pardoned, prayed, “Create in me a cle 
heart, O God, and renew a right spi 
within me.” The Apostle -John sa) 
“He is faithful and just to forgive us c 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unrigy

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To Argentina 
with 
The Gospel

Lighted up at night and with its out 
stretched arms it appears to be Christ 
suspended in the air beckoning to the 
world to come. It would take little 
spiritual perception for one to realize 
that the living Christ is calling us to 
Himself in like manner, but Roman 
darkness hinders the light of God's 
free gospel. 

To us, the most impressive sight of 
the two was the large Assembly of God 
church seating more than a thousand 
people and jammed to the doors on the 
Sunday we were there. Many responded 
to the call to give their lives to Christ 
at the close of the service, with no urg- 
ing from the speaker. We were im- 
pressed that God moves where folks 
are humble. Here in this huge assembly 
black and white and all shades in be- 
tween sit side by side and worship the 
Lord. 

On the following Saturday morning 
we put out to sea again bound for 
Montevideo, Uruguay. We were fortu- 
nate to be on a nearly new craft, the 
latest and largest type of American cargo 
vessel being made now. She was loaded 
to her twelve-thousand-ton capacity and 
tode the water very smoothly, which fact 
made our days at sea very pleasant. 

We had a three day stop at Monte- 
video, then an overnight trip to Buenos 
Aires. We docked at our destination 29 
days after leaving the States. Brother 
Fred Leonard of California and the 
Jeffreys of Illinois met us at the dock. 
Brother Leonard graciously steered us 
through the customs and then took us 
to his home. What strange feelings we 
had as we walked about on foreign soil. 
The depots, the trains, and the stores 
all seemed one mass of rapidly spoken, 
almost unintelligible words. We won- 
dered if we would always feel so strange 
and if the people would always stare at 
us SO. 


The following week we proceeded to 
Mendoza by train. We were pleasantly 
surprised to have twenty smiling Argen- 
tinoes waiting for us at the depot. ‘This 
was our congregation. ‘The Spanish we 
had studied for nearly a year had begun 
to untangle itself a little and we were 
able to greet them in their own lan- 
guage. This lighted their faces with 
smiles. I don’t know yet whether they 
smiled at my Spanish or were happy 
that we could speak a little of their 
language. 

Each Sunday and Thursday _ this 
faithful group gathers at our chapel to 
near the new pastor speak in his feeble 
Spanish. I have had to preach and lead 
the meetings since the second day of 
our arrival, and of course it is all done 
in Spanish. It has been difficult but 
profitable. Using a language is the 
quickest way to gain fluency in it. 

Mendoza, our headquarters, is a city 
of 100,000 progressive people, located 
in the extreme west of Argentina. It is 
situated on the foothill slopes of the 
Andes Mountains, at an elevation of 
2500 feet. A trip around the province 
reminds one of the fruit- and grape- 
raising centers of California. 

For years Catholicism has been losing 
her grip on the Argentine masses, and 
this is strongly evident everywhere. As 
a result the people have grown indiffer- 
ent to all religions. Nevertheless many 
seem eager to hear of a way of life that 
brings joy and real communion with 
God. The Lord has wonderfully blessed 
our meetings, and many visitors have 
been coming and seem interested in 
knowing more about the Lord. 

Along with the church here in Men- 
doza we supervise the work in the out- 
lying sections of the province where 
national pastors are holding services. 
Great opportunities to reach souls with 
the gospel are all about us. Pray for 
Argentina. 

We are in Argentina only on a visit- 
or’s permit as missionaries cannot enter 
at present. This permit can possibly be 
renewed up to six months. We hope 
by that time the situation will have 
changed and we will be allowed to 
remain in the country.

The salacious scenes they por- 
tray, they say, have happened or can 
happen, so why not print them? And 
when criticism, and not-often-enough 
court action develops, they scream “free- 
dom of the press.” 

It is time that the voice of decency 
be lifted in protest to this rank licen- 
tiousness.—San Francisco Examiner. 


Divorce Rate in 1945 Set Record 

“The love of many shall wax cold,” 
though speaking of faith, is also true of 
present-day marriage. The nation’s 
courts ground out nearly one third as 
many divorces as there were marriages 
in 1945, setting a divorce record of 25.5 
per cent over that of 1944, the previous 
peak year. 

In reporting the divorce - marriage 
ratio, the Federal Security Agency said 
more than 502,000 marriages ended in 
the divorce courts last year, while 1,618,- 
331 couples formed new families. The 
marriage rate was 8.7 per cent below 
the peak year of 1942. 


Bombers Carry Own Fighter Planes 

“Knowledge increases,” and “men 
run to and fro” today, more than ever 
before. Now bombers have been per- 
fected to the extent that they can carry 
their own fighter planes— r 

America’s very long range atomic- 
equipped bombers of the future will 
carry their own high-speed fighters. 

Tiny, but well armed, jet-propelled 
fighters will nestle in the yawning bomb 
bays of the huge B-36 and will be re- 
leased for combat against opposing 
enemy air craft when they are needed. 

The revolutionary development in 
military aviation now gives relatively 
short-range fighter craft an operating 
radius of nearly 5,000 miles — exactly 
equivalent to that of the B-36. 

The craft, just 15 feet long, will have 
a top speed of more than 600 miles an 
hour.

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HIDDEN WONDERS 


By Marx A. Hinman 


Psalms 119:18—“Open thou mine 
eyes that I may behold wondrous things 
out of thy law.” 


In the past few years many new fields 
of discovery have opened to the inquir- 
ing mind of science, and these new dis- 
coveries and inventions have left us all 
but gasping from sheer amazement. 
Radar, atomic energy, plus hundreds of 
other startling inventions, prove the 
enormity of the unknown potentialities 
which lie before and around us. These 
wonders are hidden from man_ until 
they are sought out by intellects which 
have a driving ambition to seek out the 
unknown. 


But these marvels are not restricted 
to science, for we constantly see natural 
and supernatural miracles all around us. 
We would consider particularly the 
supernatural, the spiritual. David com- 
pared himself to a blind man seeking to 
know the truth, seeking to find out more 
of the hidden wonders of God’s law. 
Those wonderful truths are hidden from 
man, for he cannot understand them. 
“The natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him; neither can 
he know them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned” (1 Cor. 2:14). 


From the text, note David's plea, 
“Open mine eyes.” Since his eyes 
needed to be opened, we can say he was 
blind. Eyes with which to see, yet un- 
able to perceive. Reading the mere let- 
ter was not sufficient to satisfy the in- 
quiring mind of this king, who was a 
man after God’s own heart. He realized 
the need not only of being able to under- 
stand from an intellectual standpoint, 
but also to have the mind opened to 
spiritual truth through the power of 
God. 

As the scientist is in search of greater 
discoveries; so the average man is seek- 
ing for the truth of God. And _ that 
quest can lead him into fields of thought 
that will only increase his dismay and 
cause his final ruin. False doctrines, mis- 
interpreted Scripture only add to the 
blindness of man in his march toward 
eternity. Even rightly interpreted 
Scripture, from a mere natural view- 
point, will not make for salvation until 
the veil of spiritual blindness is removed 


and the man sees God’s Word with the 
light of the Holy Ghost thrown upon it. 
But the pain of this blindness, when a 
man really feels it, will cause him to cry 
to the one who can open his eyes, “Open 
thou mine eyes.” 


Note. David’s conviction —“That I 
may behold wondrous things out of thy 
law.” It is as if he had said, “There are 
wonderful things to be seen; I am sure 
of it.” Throughout its pages the Bible 
plainly traces the view of sin. From the 
very fall of man that three-letter word is 
lucidly portrayed. Sin, synonymous 
with deceitfulness, falseness, hideous- 
ness, and the power to destroy, is opened 
to us in an unending panorama. ‘That 
hell is sin’s just desert is also clearly 
shown. The Apostle Paul wrapped the 
full story of iniquity’s reward, as re- 
vealed in God’s Word, into a brief verse 
when he penned Romans 6:23—“For 
the wages of sin is death.” But the 
Scriptures in unerring simplicity con- 
tinue to picture the Lord seeing fallen 
man, ready to forgive, to save, and to 
bestow eternal life on all who will turn 
to Him. Perfect pardon evinces the 
matchless love of God, Who so loved 
the fallen race that He gave His Son; 
and the Son, Who so loved us that He 
gave Himself for us. And before our 
eyes is unfolded the most glorious story 
of the ages. From its conception in the 
heart of God until the sacrifice was com- 
pleted on Calvary, the wonders of sal- 


-vation are brought before us by the 


recorded Word. Yet Calvary is not the 
consummation, for the blessed aeons to 
come are described in glowing terms. 


It is in the Word! 


Note, too, David’s wisdom as he prays, 
“Open mine eyes.” The fault is with 
me, not in the Law. The reason for 
failure to grasp the fullness of God’s 
Word is the blindness caused by sin. 
Many treat the Book as if it were diffi- 
cult to understand, as if it were lack- 
ing in instruction, or as if it were mere 
tradition handed down from past gen- 
erations and not to be taken seriously to- 
day. David recognized the handicap in 
its true light. Born in sin, ruled by sin, 
and condemned because of sin, man is 
hopelessly blind until he realizes his

General Presbyters’ Meeting 


Besides hearing the reports from the 
departmental heads of the General 
Council offices and the Gospel Publish- 
ing House, many other important mat- 
ters were considered by the General 
Presbyters in their meeting in Spring- 
field last month. 

The outstanding matter under con- 
sideration was the possible opportunity 
to obtain the O’Reilly General Hospital 
at Springfield. It consists of 152 acres, 
200 buildings, and all equipment, and 
can be obtained for a nominal sum if 
the place would be used in part for 
academic and Bible school training. 
After viewing the property, the Presby- 
tery voted to offer the Government 
$250,000 for it with the hope and prayer 
of a good discount being given on this. 
It would surely be of the Lord if this 
property could be had at such a price, 
and it would meet a great need in the 
expanding school and General Council 
program of our great movement. 

Perhaps of most interest to all was the 
report on the radio program, “Sermons 
in Song.” Most opposition was silenced 
after hearing of the favorable reception 
everywhere, and especially in the radio 
world, as many stations want the pro- 
gram, rating it tops among religious pro- 
grams. However, suggestions were given 
to improve the program and make it 
more appealing to our people, believing 
that this is necessary if we are to expect 
the support to come in. Brother Zim- 
merman has been asked by the Executive 
Committee to leave his pastorate of the 
Central Assembly in Springfield and to 
give his whole time to the directorship 
of this national radio program. All are 
urged to send in regular contributions to 
help in the support of the program and 
thus avoid another large deficit at the 
end of the fiscal year. 

It was voted to send the General Sup- 
erintendent and the Missionary Secre- 
tary as General Council representatives 
to a Pentecostal conference in Sweden. 
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Others may go if they or their churches 
finance their trip, and they can be ap- 
pointed as delegates by the Executive 
Presbytery. Another invitation from 
Africa was left in the hands of the 
Executive Presbytery for further con- 
sideration, giving them the authority to 
send General Council representatives if 
they decided it would be helpful. 

In view of the dite need for additional 
room at Central Bible Institute it was 
voted to build a new administration 
building as funds and materials are 
available. 

Due to requests coming in for larger 
church loans from the revolving fund, a 
committee recommended, and it was 
adopted, that a report should be made 
quarterly to the District Superintendents 
of district church loans, and that loans 
continue to be made to the smaller 
churches of not more than $1,000. If 
later there is money available from other 
funds that could be used for church 
purposes it was recommended to use 
these funds for good church investments 
instead of putting them into Govern- 
ment bonds or other investments. 


A national C.A. Day was. recom- 


_mended and will be announced later 


by the Christ’s Ambassadors Depart- 
ment. It was also voted not to per- 
petuate the national youth conference 
in Springfield but to institute regional 
youth conferences throughout _ the 
States, thus enabling a greater number 
to benefit from these conferences as it 
was found that the majority attending 
at Springfield were from the few dis- 
tricts close by with only the leaders from 
other districts which were able to send 
them. 

A great need has arisen for a home for 
the aged; so a committee was appointed 
to study this need from its many angles 
of pensions, State laws, etc.,.and to bring 
in a report at the meeting. next year. 

Due to much confusion resulting 
from requests for missionary. credit for 
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all kinds of giving, it was voted for the} 
Foreign Missions Department to give’ 
credit only for funds used in foreign | 
missions enterprises for workers, equip: | 
ment, buildings, native workers, Mis-’| 
sionary Department, and home missions 
projects endorsed or supported by the 
General Council, District Councils, or 
Home Missions Departments. | 


After much discussion on the distri 
bution of the profits of the Gospel Pub’ 
lishing House, it was voted to give each || 
of the 40 Districts and the six foreign- 
language-speaking branches $300 each, 1] 
and then to pro-rate the balance to the’ 
Districts on the percentage of Sunday) 
school literature sales: This will natur-) 
ally bring the amount down for the 
larger districts, but will give the smaller’ 
districts much needed help.

eousness.” A mother put a clean dress 
on her child in the morning and told 
her to keep it unspotted all day. When 
night came the child’s dress was so soiled 
that it was hard to tell what color. it was. 
~ But the mother washed it. The child 
had the will to keep it clean, but the 
nature of the child made her get it 


soiled. If the mother could have im- 


parted some of her own spirit to that 
~ child so that the child would not only 
have the will but also the ability to keep 
it clean, the dress could have remained 
unsoiled. That is what God wants to 
do for us, to put Himself into us; to 


give us His own blessed nature to keep 


us free from sin. 

We may grieve the Spirit by denying 
His Word. We grieve Him in our lack 
of assurance. John says, “These things 
have I written that ye may know that 
ye have eternal life.” And yet Christians 


are continually praying Save us at last. 


Does not that grieve the Spirit of God? 
~ We know that we are saved because the 
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Word of God declares it and not by our 
feelings, for they change like the waves 
of the sea.
